The first step in that plan 
will see a proposed 
amendment to the League's 
constitution which at present 
states that there must be a 
minimum of 14 clubs in the 
league. 

Once that clause is 
removed, and it could happen 
as early as next February's 
AGM, then the ASF will 
move quickly to reinforce the 
criterion required for CCSL 
membership. 

In the past the league has 
often tumed a blind eye to the 
shortcomings of some CCSL 
clubs. Now it looks almost 
certain that the clubs which 
cannot fulfil most, if not all, 
of the requirements will be 
shown the door. 

Insiders at Rockdale tip that 
that means two clubs from 
each of Sydney and 
Melbourne being relegated - 
maybe at the end of this 
coming season. 

Already the bottom placed 
regional club is set for the 
drop and they will be 
replaced by Perth which is 
also set to field a team in the 
new Singapore Super League 
in January. 

The format of any new 
league set up is still being 
kept secret but it is unlikely 
that clubs will be asked to 
play each other four times. 
Instead a normal home and 
away programme is likely to 
remain with the top-up of a 
national cup competition with 
up to 64 clubs, and overseas 
club competitions. 

Already there has been 
criticism from coaches and 
Officials of other clubs over 
the possible move.

Meetings between South 
Melbourne and Heidelberg 
are generally special 
occasions on the football 
calendar, often drawing the 
top crowd of the season. 

Last season was no

The away game 
attracted only a slightly 
smaller figure - 12,243 
which was the league's 


second highest crowd for the 
season.

Ally Dick, a player who 
promised so much but 
delivered so little, has gone 
off to South Africa to find his 
game while another player of 
immense talent, George 
Slifkas, has been transferred 


to West Adelaide. 
Those losses have been 
partially offset by the 


signings of Goran Negic 
(Red Star), Roman Nikolic 
(Dynamo Dresden) and 
Nemanja Obradovic 
(Adelaide City) . 

But the biggest loss has 
unquestionably been that of 
Angie Goutzioulis who is 
now happily settled at Middle 


Park. 

Angie came across the city 
in a swap deal with Haris 
Micheil and Mike 
Michalakopoulos which has 
been estimated in the press as 
a $35,000 transfer. 

In goals, Mike 
Chatzitrifonos has settled in 
well in place of Jeff Olver, 
sacked mid-way through last 
season in a move which was 
highly reported in the press at 
the time. 

And while the defence, 
superbly marshalled by Doug 
Hodgson, looks to be fairly 
sound it is in midfield that the 
Bergers often seem to lose 
their way. 

Up front they have also 
failed to set the world on fire 
and coach Drago Sekularac 
goes into this match badly 
needing his players to answer 
some serious questions. 

Both sides need the three 
points from this game — for 
different reasons. 

Heidelberg 
need the 


desperately 
win to give 
themselves distance from 
Melbourne's cellar—dweller, 
Brunswick United, while the 
Blues need to consolidate that 
excellent re-start to the 
season. 

For us it is a case of points 
for a play-off place (it's too 
early to start talk of 
Premierships) while _ the 
Bergers are looking at their 
very survival as a credible 
force. 

That makes the game a 
difficult proposition to 
predict. That plus all the 
traditional rivalries of these 
games over the last thirty 
years. 

For the Bergers much of 
their game plan will stem 
from the midfield pairing of 
Obradovic and Stubbins. 

Obradovic has precocious 
talents which make him a 
potential match winner at any 
time, but all too often those 
talents suffer from lack of 
service, while in Stubbins 
they have one of the most 
underestimated players in the 
league.

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Brisbane Strikers are carrying 
more than just the hopes of a 
club in the 1993/94 CCSL 
season — they are carrying the 
big time soccer dreams of the 
entire northern state. 

The Strikers (playing last 
season as United) are the 
third Brisbane club to 
participate in the CCSL in its 
eighteen seasons of existence. 

Before the Strikers gained 


promotion in 1991 
Queensland had been 
represented by Brisbane 
Lions and Brisbane City. 


Despite the high hopes of 
both those clubs, Brisbane 
has, so far, failed to really 
take a grip on the national 
league scene. 

The only northern 
successes have been in the 
Cup - won by Brisbane City 
in 1977 and 1978 ~— but until 
this season that was a 
competition which was never 
really taken totally seriously 
by any of the big clubs. 

The axis of power in the 
CCSL has stayed firmly 
between the three main 
soccer cities - Sydney, 
Melbourne and Adelaide.

Wollongong City's recent signing, Donal O'Brien, has flown 
out of Australia after an unhappy stay with the Brandon Park 
club. 

O'Brien, a League of Ireland representative and current Irish 
Player of the Year, failed to cement a regular place in the 
Wolves' side. 

After being dropped for his club's clash with Morwell 
Falcons, which the home side lost 2-0, O'Brien decided to 
head back to Dublin. 

Wollongong secured the services of O'Brien, a 6' 2" 
attacking midfielder, for the season on loan for a fee of $5,000. 

"Originally I had intended to play in Europe with Sparta

Michael Michalakopoulos was once one of the bright young 
players at South Melbourne and although his first team 
chances were limited it still came as something of a surprise 
when Jast season he transferred to near neighbours and 
rivals, Heidelberg United. 

"All players want to play in the first team," said the twenty 
three year old striker. 

"South Melbourne has got a huge squad of 17 or 18 
players. 

"One season I scored eight goals but that still wasn't 
enough to force my way into the team. It was very hard — I 
was up against internationalists like Paul Trimboli and 
Kimon Taliadoros. When Kimon left (for Marconi) I thought 
that there was a chance but South Melbourne went and 
bought Francis Awaritefe.

"We will be right," says the well spoken young forward,

"No, we have a very sound 
policy on youth 
development," says club 
assistant coach, Socrates 
Nicolaidis. 

"We have a lot of good 
younger players at the club 
and their time will come in 
the first team." 

Socrates, formerly colts' 
coach, youth team coach and 
now assistant to Jimmy 
Pyrgolios, is in a good 
position to judge. 

He is a former first team 
player himself having 
graduated through the youth 
ranks also. 

"In my day I had to 
compete for a first team place 
against the imports but today 
the boys are up against their 
own buddies. 

"That's a different thing 
entirely. 
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"We are looking at 
producing the next Baby 
Blues in the future, we don't 
want our good young players 
to leave the club." 

At the weekends Socrates 
can be seen running the rule 
over the youth team, 
checking up on any future 
stars, and also looking out for 
the first team squad players 
who are having a run.
